In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Consti- 
tution, the President hereby makes, with immediate effect, the following amend- 
ments in the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely:— 

In the said Rules — 

(A) in the First Schedule, for entry 18, the following entry shall be sub- 

stituted, namely:— 

“18. Ministry of Supply, Technical Development & Materials Planning 
(i) Department of Supply & Technical Development, 

(li) Department of Materials Planning-”; 

(B) in the Second Schedule, for the existing heading “Ministry of Supply 

and Technical Development”, and the entries thereunder, the heading 
“Ministry of Supply, Technical Development & Materials Planning” 
and the entries given in the Appendix to this Order shall be sub- 
stituted.

PLANNING 

A. Department of Supply & Technical Development 

1. Purchase, Inspection and shipment of stores for the Central Government 

other than the items the purchase, inspection and shipment of which 
are delegated to other authorities by a general or special order. 

2. Disposal of surplus stores. 

3. Residual work of supply and disposal relating to the late war organi- 

sations including the Directorate General, Aircraft, including Civil 
Maintenance Units, 6nd Directorate General, Ship Repairs. 

4- Administration of: — 

(a) Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals; 

(b) Government Test House, Alipore, Calcutta; 

(c) India Store Department, the United Kingdom; 

(d) India Supply Mission, the U.S.A. 

5. Technical Development, including Directorate General of Technical 
Development. 

B. Department of Materials Planning 

1. Coordinated assessment of demands for raw materials, by sectors, in- 

dustries and large units, in relation to particular groups of products 
and to available capacities. 

2. Assessment of domestic availability of raw materials, with due regard 

to the feasibility of import substitution. 

3. Assessment of requirements of imports of raw materials, with due 
.... allowance for inventories, 

4. Determination of principles, priorities and procedures for allocation of 

raw materials. 

5. Any other matters connected with materials planning.
